WEW LOOK AT RADIO FREQUENCY USE 
The Telecommunications Science Panel of the Department of Commerce has pre- 
pared a report recommending that money of the order of $10,000,000 annually 
be appropriated to make a research study to improve the overall effectiveness 
of utilization of the entire radio frequency spectrum, This study to identify 
the role played by all radio communication activities in the nation and their 
relation to the national economy, security and cuiture. The study to develop 
from this research the relative values to the nation which each radio con- 
munication usage is generating. In other words, a high-level panel under thre 
Department of Commerce proposes to take a hard overail look at the justifica- 
tion of assigned radio frequencies which heretofore have been in the hands of 
the Federal Communications Commission,
